It is suggested

Phof, Frothingham of Frinceton, 
who has recently returned from Italy, 
has brought with liim an extensive col- 
lection of casts and of Babylonian and 
A.BByrian seals and cylinders. 
Besides 
these he brought a valuable collection 
of antique vases from Etruria, illus- 
trating Etruscan archselogy from the 
archaic to the Roman period. 
This 
collection, which is most complete his- 
torically, 
and comprises about two 
hundred specimens, came from exca- 
vations made at Civita Castellana, near 
Rome. While in Germany Prof. Froth- 
ingham procured several wood-carvings 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth centur 
ries, a carved casket of ivory and 
ebony of Gothic workmanship, and a 
manuscript of the fourteenth century 
with full-pafire illustrations. 


Probably the oldest railway official 
in northern Ohio 
at present is Dr. 
Addison Hills, assistant to President 
Newell of the Lake Shore road. 
Dr. 
Hills was born in Hartford County, 
Connecticut, April 6, 1807. 
In 1837 he 
entered the railroad service as Auditor 
of the Painesville and Fairport Railroad 
Company, with which he remained on© 
year; from April, 1852. to 1855, he was 
agent for the Erie Railway at Dunkirk; 
from 1855 to 1868 ho was general freight 
agent of the Cleveland, Painsville and 
Ashtabula and Cleveland, Columbus and 
Cincinnati roads; from 1868 to 1872 he 
was general freight agent of the Lake 
Shore, and from 1872 to 1881 occupied 
the same position with the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern: from 1881 to 
1885 he was assistant general manager 
of the same road, after which he was 
given the position he now holds. 


Wolves had committed so many 
depredations among ihe sheep and 
hogs of Grant, Pendleton and Ran- 
dolph counties, up among the Alle- 
ghenies, that a grand wolf hunt was 
organized recently among the farmers. 
Over 100 armed men and twice as 
many dogs surrounded the big laurel 
thicket, which extended in a straight 
line not less than ten miles. 
Men were 
sent into the thicket from five different 
points early in the morning to stir up 
the game, which they did very success- 
fully, for before night twenty-seven 
wolves, one panther, three black bears 
and three catamounts were bagged b j 
the crowd which kept guard on the 
enter rim of the laurel imderg^owth. 
A second attempt to corral the wolves 
with 200 or 300 hunters will be made 
shortly. 


The appalling catastrophe on the 
Yellow River in China, is only one of a 
series that 
have 
made that 
river 
notable. 
There is probably not very 
great engineering skill in China, al- 
though the country is one of canals 
and water-course improvements, 
bnt 
whether this skill is up to the level of 
that of European countries or not it is 
certain that it has not been able to grap- 
ple with the Hoang-ho, or Yellow 
River. 
The diflSculties, it must be ad- 
mitted, are very great. 
For the first 
thirty miles of its course the river flows 
south. 
It then flows east 160 miles, 
then turns and flows nearly west for 
about 120 miles. 
Its course is then 
northeast for nearly 200 miles, then 
northward for 430 miles, then eastward 
for about the same distance, then south- 
ward for 500 miles, then due east for 
about the same distance, then north- 
east across the course of the grand ca- 
nal to the Gulf of PechilL Some years 


ago an attempt was made to protect the 
country from Kaifong eastward by the 
building of dykes. 
The land in thli 
district is low and the refluent waters 
gradually worked their way through 
marshes and creeks into the River Wei 
to the northward, finding a northeast 
channel into the canal and the Ta>tsing 
Biver. 
A part of the floods went south 
into the headwaters of the River Hwai, 
and reached, by the way of the lakes, 
the river Yang-tse-kiang. 
The country 
devastated by the recent floods lies 
along the part of the river affected by 
the back water caused by the building 
of the dykes. 
The river has again 
changed its course, and it is reported 
lias broken away from the channel to 
the northward from Kaifong, the wa- 
ters flowing southward through Honan 
and the province to the south of that 
into the lakes along the line of the 
grand canal, and it is believed that in 
this way a new channel will be opened 
to the Yang-tse-kiang River, and that 
for a time at least the waters of the 
Hoang-ho will reach the Yellov Sea, 
five or six hundred miles to tho south- 
ward of the old mouth.

PROPOSED ARCADE RAILWAY. 


A Berlved Scheme for Bapld Transit la 
Ifew York. 


The western risitor to New York city 
who approaches lower Broadway— 
about the Astor house or Trholty church 
«-is appalled by the uproar and apparent 
danger of the crossing. AH that section 
of the city appears congested, If such word 
^ allowable; all the streets are close set 
with vehicles, and if one team balks or 
"gives out" there is a jam for many 
blocks. 
The other day the writer saw 
horse attached to an overloaded truck: 
balk at the crossing of Fulton and Broad- 
way; in three minutes there was a jam of 
wagons, carts and trucks extending west- 
ward on Fulton four squares, and as far 
up and down Broadway as one could see. 
It was forty minutes before the jam was 
broken, and the two great currents in 
motion up and down the opposite sides of 
each street. 
Then it became plain, as 
never before, how very awkwardly lower 
New York was laid out. 
Each successive 
strip was designed to be only the outskirts 
first, of a fort and camp; second, of 
trading town; then of a Dutch burg, and 
then of a small city. 
When the border of 
the growing town got up to the present 
Park row, the city dads concluded it was 
big enough, and abandoned for a while 
what little system they had, allowing the 
side streets to take the fanciful course and 
names of Park and Bowery. 
And on top 
of this irregular Dutch burg has grown 
the mighty city of New York—a giant in 
the trundle bed of a boy. 
So all the cry 
for twenty-five years has been for "im 
proved transit," "rapid transit." 


The first proposition was that the pave- 
ments on each side of Broadway should 
be moved back into the adjoining build 
ingsl In other words, an arched way was 
to be cut out of the first story of each 
building; part of the wall between it and 
the street would remain to support the 
upper stories; the pavement would be 
sheltered, and all the street could be given 
to traffic. But before this system could 
be perfected the city grew so large that it 
was plainly insufficient. Then came the 
elevated roads, and all New York joined 
in a song of triumph that the problem 
was solved. 
But traffic grew ind pas 
sengers multiplied; and the sharpest eye 
cannot discern that the hundreds of 
thousands who daily use the elevated 
have lessened the street travel by so much 
as one. 
Indeed, the strong argument for 
granting a franchise for a horse railroad

on Broadway was that the travel had out- 
grown the conveniences. 
The Brooklyn 
bridge was looked to for some relief; but the 
approaches to the bridge cars are jammed 
with humanity for three hours late every 
afternoon, and still the street travel in- 
creases. 
So New York has taken up the 
last alternative, an underground railway. 


The proposed road is to run from City 
Hall park near the postoffice, through 
Elm street, to the Grand Central depot 
on Forty-second street—a distance of 
three miles. 
They call it the "Arcade 
Road," it sounds better; and the inten- 
tion is to make all the approaches to its 
stations very attractive above grotmd. 
The road proper, with stations, will 
cost but $1,800,000 a mile; but the 
terminal 
facilities and rolling 
stock 
are expected to cost at least half as much 
more, and the city authorities insist that 
tunnels must be provided under the tracks, 
for all the gas pipes, water pipes and 
other connecting works. 
The motive 
power is to be electricity or the newly 
adopted fireless steam engine with stored 
and superheated steam. 
Two years are 
allowed for the completion of the three 
mile section, and thereafter the line is to 
be extended gradually up to Kingsbridge, 
at the extreme northern limit of the city. 
So the reader who does not visit New York 
till 1894-95 may expect to go down into a 
beautifully railed basin near the postoffice, 
take his seat in a pleasant car and be nine 
miles away in half an hour; for there will 
be two tracks for express trains and two 
for way trains. 


It should be added that there are those 
who hold that this project will never be 
carried out—and of course the influence 
of the elevated roads will be against it. 
The scheme was supposed to be near fru- 
ition some three or four years ago, but it 
fell through.

The LAte J o h n 
S. Marmaduke, of 
MU- 
souri—His lilfe Record. 


John S. Marmaduke, the bachelor gov- 
ernor of the state of Missouri, is dead at 
the age of 54. He was a native of the 
state of which he, as was his father be- 
fore him, was the chief executive, and was 
bom in Saline county, where he lived until 
of sufficient age 
to enter college, 
when he became a 
student, first at 
Yale college and 
then at Harvard 
university. 
In 
1853 he received 
an apnointment to 
W e s t 
P o i n t 
through John S. 
Phelps and was 
graduated 
f o u r 
years later, being 
assigned 
to the 
First Infantry as 
JOHN s. MARMADUKE. a secoud lieuten- 
ant, was later transferred to the Seventh 
infantry, and resigned his command upon 
the 
breaking out of the civil 
war 
to 
enlist 
in 
the 
Missouri 
State 
guard as captain. 
Being elected colonel 
of infantry he served in Missouri till after 
the battle of Boonville, when he resigned 
and went to Richmond, Va,, where he 
was commissioned a first lieutenant in 
the Confederate army. 
From this po- 
sition he rose through all grades succes- 
sively to that of major general. In 1864 
he was captured and held a prisoner till 
August, 1865. Then he went to Europe, 
where he remained for some years. When 
he returned to America he entered busi- 
ness life in Missouri, was appointed state 
railroad commissioner and served till 
1880 and was elected governor in 1885. 
In 1863 Marmaduke and Gen. Marsh 
Walker fought a duel at Little Bock, 
Ark., to decide the right to command. 
'Walker was killed but Mannadnke was 
BOtlmrt. 


A Blind Han on Memory. 


From some open letters of pecii£ar 
Interest to the' blind by one of their 
numbed we quote the following from 
the Cpitwry: 
"As partial eompenaa- 
tion, âk the miâst of his many disecmr- 
agements, the sightless pupil poaseaeea 
one vital advantage over his compan- 
ions. 
His memory, accustomed 
to 
seize and assimilate definitions and 
miscellaneous information at a single 
hearing, acquires both a marrelous 
alertness and a phenomenal retentive 
capacity, which enable him to master 
certain branches of study with singu- 
lar ease and rapidity. 
Deprived of 
books and without any very ready and 
reliable method of making notes, he 
obtains a habit, often envied by the 
seeing, 
of 
appropriating 
instAuta- 
neously anything addressed to his in- 
tellect through his hearing. 
Hence 
the proverbially good memory of the 
blind person. 
His mind is his memo- 
randum book, , always at hand and 
always open. 


"To the present writer, who never 
remembers having a lesson in anything 
read over to him more than twice, 
nothing is more strange and more 
amusing than a room full of school 
children, with fingers crammed in their 
ears, buzzing over a lesson of three 
pages for the fifteenth time. 
Equally 
incomprehensible is it to see a man 
making a note of a single address, or 
a lady referring to a shopping-list. 
Such observations force one to the 
conclusion that the art of writing, in- 
valuable as it is, has been disastrous 
to the human memory. 
People have 
grown so to rely on a piece of white 
paper covered with black scratches, 
that if this be lost or misplaced, they 
are reduced almost to the condition of 
creatures without intellect. 


"So marked is the advantage of the 
blind in this respect as almost to atone 
for their extra difficulties in others} 
that is, the sightless pupil will acquire 
scientific and 
philosophical 
studies 
with a rapidity which will counterbal- 
ance the greater amount of time de- 
manded by his less facile methods of 
writing out exercises in linguistic and 
ciphering in mathematical 
branches; 
so that in taking the regular course at 
academy or university he will require, 
all in aU, neither more time nor more 
labor than the average student. 


"Of not less value in after life is 
this extraordinarily trained and de- 
veloped memory. 
It enables the blind 
to derive from lectures, conversatioi^^ 
and general reading ten times the ben- 
efit of others, on whose minds a single 
mention of facts and thoughts makes 
little or no impression. 


"Thus the law of compensation is 
seen working in all things, 
making 
good on one hand, approximately at 
least, what is wanting on the other; 
not by the special mysterious interfer- 
ence of Providence or other power 
with natural conditions and processes, 
for the benefit of the individual, as 
many claim, but through the inevita- 
ble sequence of cause and effect, by 
which senses and faculties become, 
through unusual training, abnormally 
developed and their value radically 
enhanced."

The Martin family, which now consists 
of the father and mother, Ben and Vina Martin, 
and Annie, aged 22; Alexander, 21; Delia, 18, and 
Ramey, 14, are going to Kansas, where they will 
make their future home, and Mr. Martin realized 
nearly §5,000 from the sale of his land and per- 
sonal property, and having several thousand 
dollars besides, he goes west with every prospect 
of success. 


Howard Logan, Mat Carey, James Carey and 
nearly all the others whom Craig ToUiver and his 
gang forced to leave here have returned. 


Mrs. ToUiver has sent her two boys back to 
Ohio, of which state she is a native, where she 
expects to follow them the first of next May, that 
being tbe time her lease on the American house 
expires. H. Clay Powers, the owner of this prop- 
erty, was run out by the ToUivers. He Is now 
living in Covington, Ky. The little Walters boy 
that was shot in the head by Mrs. Tolliver's oldest 
boy, a few months ago, is living with his parents 
at Olive Hill, Ky. His mind is badly impaired 
from the effects of the ball from young ToUiver'g 
pistol. The little fellow is going to school, but, 
on account of his injury, is making little pro- 
gress. 


Some of the ToUiver gang remain, and 
It is said that they occasionaUy show their 
teeth, but with the defeat of their party 
always fresh in memory, it is to be hoped 
that they wiU leave the citizens in peace, 
through discretion if not from inclina- 
tion,

In his^"One Hnndred Days in Earopa** 
Oliver WendeU Holmes says: "It is won- 
derfol how people will lie about big tree«. 
There must be as many as a dozen trees, 
each of which calls itself the 'largest elm 
in New England.' In my younger days, 
when I never traveled without a measur- 
ing tape in my pocket, it amused me to 
see how meek one of the great, swagger- 
ing elms would look when it saw the fatal 
measure begin to unreel Itself, It seemed 
to me that the leaves actuaUy tr«mbled 
as the inexorable band encircled the trunk 
in the smaUest place it could find, which 
is the only safe rule. The English elm 
looks like a more robust tree than ours, 
yet they tell me it is very fragUe, and that 
its limbs are constantly breaking off in 
high winds, just as it happens with our 
native elms. 
The English elm, as we see 
it ou Boston Common (growing side by 
side with ours), comes out a little earlier, 
perhaps, than our own, but the difference 
Is slight. 
Ours is not a very long lived 
tree; between 300 and 300 years is, I 
chink, the longest life that can be hoped 
for it." 


Concerning horse chestnut trees. Dr. 
Holmes says: "I saw none in Europe 
equal to those I remember in Salem, and 
especially to one in Rockport; no wiUows 
like those I pass in my daily drives. 
On 
the other hand, I think I never looked 
upon a Lombardy poplar equal to the one 
I saw in Cambridge, England. 
No apple 
trees in England compare with one next 
my own door, and there are many others 
as fine in the neigborhood. 
Dandelions, 
buttercups, 
hawkweed 
looked 
much 
as ours do at home. 
Wild roses also 
grew by the roadside—smaller and paler, 
I thought, than 
ours."—Magazine ot 
American History.

Such Imaginary faces and scenes also 
enter into their dreams, but to a less ex- 
tent than into those of the sighted.

tor Kitto quotes a letter from a musician 
who lost his sight when 18 years old, but 
who retains a very strong visualizing 
power, both in waking life and in dreams. 


The mention of a famous man, of a 
friend, or of a scene, always carries with 
it a visual picture, complete and vivid. 
Moreover, these images of his friends 
change as the friends grow old; and he 
feels himself Intellectually in no way dif- 
ferent from the seeing.—^New Princeton 
Review.

We, your committee on finance, with city at- 
torney. report as follows: 


1. In the matter of the bill of the New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railway company for 
services and material, amounting to $74.02, In 
checking destruction of the ouMet of Walton 
avenue sewer last November, we report that 
In our Judgments said bill Is reasonable and 
Just and should be paid. 


2. With reference to the claim of Hon Peter 
Kiser for damages occasioned by change of 
grade abutting his property on Calhoun street 
sidewalk, we find that Mr. Kiser's house and 
fioor were four inches below recorded grade; 
that by improvement the correct grade was 
raised two Inches, leaving bis property six 
inches below the present grade, if the grade 
had not been changed he would have to raise 
his fioor four inches, v-^hereas now be must 
raise It six inches. The expense of tbe extra 
labor caused by the city would cost about ten 
dollars. We therefore recommend that he be 
allowed the sum of ten dollars and fifty cents 
for damages. 


3. In the matter of the report of the commit- 
tee on water works, we respectfully report 
that in our Judgment the council should first 
determine what shall become of the water 
works injunction case. It would be bad pol- 
icy for the council to buy both a water power 
and steam power at the same time. If the 
council should acquire the water power there 
Is no need for 
additional steam 
power. 
Whereas, If the council purchases the new 
steam power there would be no need of the 
water power, or an actual waste of the price 
of the proposed engine, namely, $27,000. Your 
committee would further report that in its 
opinion the bids received on engines and con- 
tract reported by the trustees are not In all 
things satisfactory to the council or the peo- 
ple, and if the council should determine to 
purchase an addional engine, we recommend 
that the trustees be ordered to readvertise for 
sealed proposals and that all present bids be 
rejected.

I'roth- 
inghsm procured several wood-carvings 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth cectw 
ries, a carved casket of ivory and 
ebony of Gothic workmanship, and a 
manuscript of the fourteenth century 
with full-page illustrations. 


PROBABLY th« oldest railway official 


in northern Ohio at present is Dr. 
AddJson Hills, assistant to President 
Newell of the Lake Shore road. Dr. 
Hills was born in Hartford County, 
Connecticut, April G, 1807. In 1837 he 
entered the railroad uprrioe as Auditor 
of thePainenrilleand F airport Railroad 
Company, with which he remained on* 
year; from April. 1K52. to 1855, he wag 
agent for the Erie Railway at Dunkirk; 
from l£5Ti to 1868 he was general freight 
agent of the Cleveland. Painsville and 
Ash tabula and Cleveland, Columbus and 
Cincinnati roads; fmm 1808 to 1872 he 
WAS general freight agent of the Lake 
Shore, and from 1872 to 1881 occupied 
the tame position with the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern: from 18SI to 


5 he was assistant general manager 


of the same road, after which he waa 
given the position he now holds. 


WOLVJES had committed so many

notable. There is probably not Tery 
great engineering skill in China, al- 
though the country is one of canal* 
and water-course improvement*, but 
whether this skill is up to the lerel of 
that of European countries or not it is 
certain that it ha< not been able to grap- 
ple with the Hoang-ho, cr Yellow 
Hirer. The difficulties, it most be ad- 
mitted, are Tery great For the first 
thirty mile* of its course the river flow* 
south. It then flows east 160 mil**, 
Jben turn* and flows nearly we*t for 
about 120 miles. Ita course is then 
northeast for nearly 200 miles, then 
northward for 430 miles, then eastward 
'or about the same distance, then south- 
ward fur 500 miles; then due east for 
about the saue distance, then north* 
east across the course of the grand ca- 
nal to the Gulf of PechilL Some years 
ago an attempt was made to protect the, 
country from Kaifong eastward by the 
Tuilding of dykes. 
The land in tLii 


district is low and the refiuent waters 
rradnally worked their way through 
marshes and creeks into the Hirer Wei 
o the northward, finding a northeast 
channel into the canal and the Ta-Uing 
fcver. A part of the floods went south 
nto the headwaUra of the Rirer Hwai. 
and reached, by the way of the lake*, 
he rirer Yang-t«-kiang. The country 
leraatatod by the recent floods lie* 
along the part of the rirer affected by 
.he back water caused by thr» building 
of tho dykes.

PROPOSED ARCADE RAILWAY. 


A KtrlTfd Srh»B« for Rapid Truilt t» 


J.Vw York. 


The western visitor to New York city 


who approaches lower Broadway—say 
about the Astor house or Trinity church 
—ts appaUrd by the upromr and apparent 
danger nf the crossing. All that nectlon 
of the city appears congested, if such word 
V allowable; all the streets are close aet 
with vehicles, and if one team balks or 
"ffiTw out" there ts a jam for many 
blocks. The other day the writer saw a 
hon« attached to an overloaded truck 
balk at the crossing of Fulton and Broad- 
way; 
in three minutes there was a jam of 


wagons, carts and trucks extending west- 
ward on Fulton foar ftquarex, and as far 
up aad down Broadway as one could see. 
It was forty minutes before the jam was 
broken, and the two great currents in 
motion up and down the opposite sides of 
each ttret-L Then it became plain, as 
never befrr*, how very awkwardly lower 
New York was laid out. Kach fiocrrssive 
strip was deigned to be only the outskirts, 
first, of a furt and camp; second, of a 
trading town; then of a Dutch burjr. and 
then of a small nty. Wnen the bonier of 
the crowing town got up to the present 
Park row, the eity dads concluded it was 
Die enotiKh. and abandoned for a while 
what little system they had, allowing the 
Ride KtreetP to take the fanciful course and 
names of Park and Bowery. 
And. on top 


of this irregular Dutch burg has grown 
the mighty city of New York—a piant In 
the trundle bed of a boy. So all the cry 
fir twenty flve years has been for "im- 
proved transit," "rapid transit." 


The first proposition was that the pave- 


ments on rach side of Broadway should 
be moved hack Into the adjoining build- 
ings! In othf r words, an arched way was 
to be cut out of the first story of each 
building; part of the wall between it and, 
the street would remain to support the 
upper Florin; the pavement would be 
sheltered, and all the street oould be given 
to traffic. 
Bat before this system could 


be j-erfccUxl the city grew so Urge that It 
was plainly Insufficient. 
Then came tbe 


elevated roads, and all New York joined 
In a ponp of triumph that the problem 
was oolrtd. But traffic grew *nd pas- 
sengers multiplied; and the sharpest eye 
cannot d i«rrn t hat the hundreds of 
thon«Anils wbn daily use the elevated 
have lessened the street trarel by so much 
as on*. Indeed, tb* strong argument for 
granting a franchise for a horse railroad

on Broadway was that the travel had out- 
grown the conveniences. The Brooklyn 
bridge was looked to for tome relief; but the 
approaches to tb« bridge can are jammed 
with humanity for three hours late every 
afternoon, and still the street travel In- 
creases. So New York has taken up tb* 
Ian alternative, an underground railway. 


The proposed road 1* to run from City 


Hall park near th* postoffic*, through 
Elm street, to the Grand Central depot 
on Forty-second street—* distance of 
three miles. They call it the "Arcade 
Road." it founds better; and the inten- 
tion 1« to make all the approaches to Its 
stations very attractive above ground. 
The road proper, with stations, will 
cost but 
11,80ft 000 s, mile; but 
the 


terminal 
facilities and rolling stock 


are expected to cost at least half at much 
more, and the city authorities insist that 
tunnels must be provided under the tracks, 
for all the gas pipes, water pipes and 
other connecting works. 
The motive 


power is to be electricity or the newly 
adopted flrelcas steam engine with stored 
and superheated steam. Two yean are 
allowed for the completion of the three 
mile section, and thereafter the line Is to 
be, extended gradually np to Kingsbrtdge, 
at the extreme northern limit of the city. 
So the reader who does not Tisit New York 
till 1891-05 may expect to go down into a 
beautifully railed basin near the postofflce, 
take his eeat in a pleasant car and be nine 
miles away in half an hour; for there will 
be two tracks for expreas trains and two 
for way trains. 


It should be added that there are those 
•bo hoM that this project will Lever be 


carried oot—and of course the influence 
of the tlevateU roads will be against 1L 
The scheme was supposed to be near fru- 
ition fio.-ne three or four years ago, but It 
fell through.

incomprehensible u it to aee a man 
making a note of a single addrma, or 
a lady referring to a shopping-list. 
Such observations force one to the 
conclusion that the art of writing, in- 
ralnable aa it is, has been disastrous 
to the human memory. I'eople bare 
grown so to rely on a piece of whit* 
paper covered with black scratch**, 
that if this be lost or misplaced, they 
are reduced almost to the condition of 
creatnre* without intellect. 


"So marked is the advantage of tbe 


blind in this respect as almost to atone 
for their extra difficulties in others J 
that is, the sightless pupil will acquire 
scientific and 
philosophical studies 


with a rapidity which will counterbal- 
ance the greater amount of time de- 
manded by his leas facile methods of 
writing out exercises in linguistic and 
ciphering in mathematical branches; 
so that in taking the regular course ai 
academy or university he will require, 
all in all. neither mure time nor more 
labor than the average studeut. 


"Of not I*M value in after life is 


this extraordinarily trained and de- 
veloped memory. It enables the blind 
to derive from lectures, conversation^ 
and general reading tea times the ben- 
efit of others, on whose minds a single 
mention of facto and t hough U make* 
little or no impression. 


"Thus the law of compensation ia 
no working in all things, making 


good on one hand, approximately at 
least, what is wanting on the other; 
not by tbe special mysterious intcrfer- 
jnce of Providence or other power 
with natural conditions aod processes, 
for the benefit of the individual, a> 
many claim, but through the inevita- 
ble sequence of canae and effect, by 
which senses and faculties become, 
through unusual training, abnormally 
developed and their value radically 
enhanced."
